Claims 21 & 57; the preambles recite "second signal data, x, having precision of 
b digits ": however, in steps b & c, the equations have a digits because "x" is a first 
signal data. The phrase "eliminating the loss portion of the first signal data x . producing 
x thereby" should be - eliminating the loss portion of either the result of step b or c, 
producing x thereby--. It is suggested that "x" in steps b & c should be changed to other 
symbol. 

Claim 52, "claim 50" should be -claim 48-; and 

Claims 26, 28, 62 & 64; the periods "." at the ends are missing. In claim 62, the 
inequation symbol is missing. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quay/e, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
